III.  SOURCE'S  DESCRimON  OF  SIGHTING:  s.t  approximately  16/1900Z  Apr  56,  ' 

Source's  CRO  Jin  Uorrls  (See  Part  II)  asked  Source  to  come  to  Netloo^I  Guard 
Armory  at  Fitzgerald,  Ga,  (CJCB  4543)  to  observe  an  object  which  appeared  to  bo 
hovering  approximately  overhead.  It  was  located  about  half  way  between  the  sun 
end  the  moon  at  16/1S15Z.  It  appeared  motionless  and  when  observed  through  blno* 
cularc  (Array  M-1  lype),  It  gave  off  a glare  which  made  shape  detennlnatlon  diffi- 
cult. It  could  have  round  or  oblong*  It  was  visible  with  the  naked' eye,  and 
"ehlned  like  a star" 

Object  was  observed  periodically  throughout  the  afternoon  rnd  appeared  to  be 
moving  in  a westwardly  direction.  At  aundown^lt  was  at  elevation  45  degrees  due 
west.  After  dark  it  appeared  as  a bright  star. 

Between  16/1930Z  and  16/20007,,  Sources  observed  two  aircraft  et  high  altitude 
(one  higher  than  the  other)  (Confirmed  see  Pert  II).  Object  appeared  to  bo  much 
higher  than  either  aircraft.
